There was @ pounding yesterday after- 
noon on the’door of Mrs. Teresa Mas- 
sara’s flat at 307 East Eleventh Street. 
The woman, coming to the door, heard a 
child crying outside. She opened the door 
to find nine-year-old Rocco Mayo, who 
lives with his mother and father and 
seven sisters and brothers in the flat 
below, crying and sobbing so that he was 
almost incoherent. 

The woman managed to learn from him 
that two men had tied his mother, threat- 
ened him with a revolver, and robbed the 
house. When they had gone he climbed 
upstairs for help. Mrs. Massara hurried 
down to the Mayo flat and found Mrs. 
Mayo lying on the floor in the front 
room, her hands and feet bound with 
rope. She was unconscious. 

Mrs. Massara untied her friend and 
after many minutes brought her back to 
consciousness. The woman was hysteri- 
cal, however, and it was much later be- 
fore she was able to give a lucid account 
of what had happened. 

Then she said that she had been alone 
in the house with her son, Rocco, her hus- 
band, a barber, being at work, and her 
other children at play in the street. There 
came a knock on her door and when she 


opened it two men stood outside dressed 
in. the drab uniform of Building Inspectors 


and wearing shields on their coats. 

‘* We're Building Inspectors,’’ the men 
told her, ana at their demand she "let 
them into the house. 

They went to the rear first, she said, 
and examined ali the rooms until they 
reached the parlor, 
playing. Evidently satisfied by their ex- 
amination that the woman and child

Then they 
turned toward the door, first threaten- 
ing the boy with death if he moved or 
made an outcry. ‘Yoo frightened to do 
more than stare, the youngster watched 
the men step quietly outside the door 
and close it behind them. 

It was several minutes later before he 
got up courage to move, and then he ran 
to his mother. He called her name, and, 
finding that she did not reply, he became 
panie-stricken. He broke into tears, and 
for a moment struggled with the ‘ropes 
that held his mother’s hands and feet. 
Then in a frenzy of fear lest she was 
dead, he rushed upstairs to Mrs. Massara, 
forgetful in his panic of the threat of 
the men to kill him if he moved. 

The story startled Mrs. Massara more 
than it might have done any one else in 
the house, for at its conclusion she ex- 
claimed: . 

‘‘ Why, those must have been the same 
men who called at my flat this after- 
noon. They said they were Building In- 
spectors, and wanted to look over my 
house, but just as they stepped 
Hos yn cata my dog barked and one of them 
said: ' 

*** Oh, I guess your home is all right. 
We won't bother*to go over it.” And they 
went out.” 

When Angelo Mayo, the husband, re- 
turned last riight from his work he found 
his wife in a serious condition after her 
experience. He notified the police of the 
occurrence, and got a doctor for his wife. 
She was hysterical still, and it was said 
she was in a dangerous condition because 
of the shock to her nervous system.

MRS. DENT CALLS POLICE 


Ta Help Her Hold Her Villa Against 
Her Husband’s Detective. 








The Pelham Manor police were startled 
yesterday by a hurry call for the re- 
serves from Mrs, Anita Dent, who re- 
cently sued her husband, Thomas Ashley 
Dent, for a separation. Mrs. Dent de- 
clared that a detective had been trying 
to get into her home to dispossess her, 
under direction of her husband. 

Mrs. Dent is oecupying a villa at Pel- 
ham Manor- which she says was built 
with her money but which her husband 
declares he owns. The question of own- 
ership is now pending in the Supreme 
Court. 

When the police arrived they found 
Mrs. Dent on guard at the front door, 
with a big stick in her hand, backed up 
by a servant, who was also armed with 
a club. The police drove the suppose 
detective away, and then Mrs. Dent said: 

‘My husband has committed contempt 
of court. The house is still my home and 

am going to hold it unti] the courts 
decide otherwise. 

‘“This detective was sent to drive me 
out. He had a note from my husband, 
which directed him to take possession. 
When I opened the'door he shoved his 
foot inside and tried to prevent me from 
closing: it. 

‘*T seized a stick and so did my, ser- 
vants and we drove him back and 
slammed the door in his face. My hus- 
band is trying to make Catholics out of 
my children, and- endeavoring to drive me 
out into the cruel world, but _I am still 
holding the fort. If.anyone representing 
my husband tries to get in the house I 
will use a club on him.’’

VASSAR GIRLS BRAVE FIRE. 


Save Books and Furniture from Burn- 
ing Home of Professor.

POUGHKEEPSIE, April 21.—Hundreds 
of Vassar students responded to a fire 
alarm this morning when a Japanese 
servant discovered that the top of Prof. 
Abigail Leach’s new cottage on Raymond 
Avenue, opposite the campus, was ablaze, 
His timely awakening saved the lives of 
Prof. Leach and four girls who were 
asleep on the top floor. 

Before the arrival of the firemen, who 
were summoned from Poughkeepsie, two 
miles away, Vassar egtris had braved the 
smoke and fire and saved much of Prof. 
Leach’s valuable library and furniture. 

The fire originated, it is thought, from 
a defective electric light wire, and crept 
up between the walls from the first floor, 
igniting the woodwork and spreading out 
at the top, where the flames burned 
through the roof, which fell in. Firemen 
finally extinguished the flames after a 
damage of about $8,000 had been done. 


PAPER MEN FEAR RECIPROCITY 


President Hastings Working Up Sen- 
timent Against It in the West. 


CHICAGO, April 21.—A meeting of offi- 
cers of the American Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation was held in Chicago to-day with 
the avowed purpose of working up anti- 
reciprocity sentiment among producers 
and users of wood pulp paper. In dis- 
cussing the object of the meeting Presi- 
dent A. C. Hastings of New Yprk said:

EL PASO, Texas, April 21.—Gen. Fran- 
cisco I. Madero’s demand for the imme- 
diate resignation of President Diaz as a 
preliminary to peace negotiations was an- 
swered to-day by the summary termina- 
tion of unofficial negotiations by the Mex. 
ican administration. Oscar Braniff and 
Esquival Obregon, prominent residents of 
the Mexican capital, who had been rep- 
resentatives of high Government officials 
in endeavoring to reach an agreement 
with the rebel leader, received a message 
from the capital which put an end to their 
activities. They would not say from whom 
the message came, but admitted that it 
declared that Madero’s terms were such 
that they could not be entertained. They 
issued a statement to-night throwing the 


blame for continuance of the civil war 
on Gen. Madero. 

An attack on Juarez hy the rebel army 
will not take place for another twenty- 
four hours. Francisco Madero arrived this 
evening at his son's camp and to-morrow 
will dictate. peace proposals. .The Ma- 
derist lines drew more closely around the 
city in the evening.

He set forth that under an armis- 
tice all military movements on both sides 
must cease immediately, and conditions 
would be exactly the same at a future 
period if hostilities should be resumed. 

Gen Madero, however, apparentiy was 
not prepared to accept any assurances 
that came from the Diaz Government. He 
sent word to Dr. Gomez that he fully un- 
derstood the nature of an armistice, but 
he would not enter into one unless fully 
safeguarded against betrayal..He declared 
that if possession of Juarez was given to 
him he would consider such a measure, as 
then he would be in a position to meet 
any situation. . 

When a message from Washington was 
shown to the rebel leader purporting to 
quote Dr. Gomez as still declaring for an 
armistice Gen. Madero showed some im- 
patience. ‘‘ Ridiculous!’"’ he _ exclaimed. 
He showed the message to his_ brother, 
Raoul Madero, and to Giuseppe Garibaldi, 
his Chief of Staff, and they laughed. 


Council of War Is Held, 


There was little activity in the insur- 
recto camp during the day. Many insur- 
rectos lounged about the river: banks in 
the sun. At noon there was some mov-

A conference of war was held at Ma- 
dero’s camp this afternoon, at which 
the plan of battle was discussed by Ma- 
dero and his chiefs, including the Strategy 
Board.

All shop windows have been boarded up, 
not to prevent breakage of glass, but to 
prevent theft in case the glass is broken 
by bullets. Few families remain in Juarez, 
and only Americans having business there 
visited the town to-day. The saloons in 
Juarez were ordered closed at noon by 
the Federal officials, and will probably 
remain closed pending the result of the 
expected attack.

GERMAN PRESS CRITICAL. 





Calls the Government’s Attention to 
Diaz’s Reply to Taft. 

Special Cable to THe NEW YORK TIMEs. 

BERLIN, April 21.—President Diaz's 
defiant answer to President Taft's rep- 
resentations has attracted the wide- 
spread.-attention of Germany. That 
section of the German press which has 
persistently attacked America since the 
inception of the Mexican troubles re- 
joices in Gen. Diaz's “ refreshing” tone, 
and commends it to Governments like 
Germany, ‘“ which have-in the past met 
the wishes of the United States with 
slavish readiness.” 

The conservative Post, which eats 
Americans alive every morning for 
breakfast, says. to-night: 

‘Diaz has torn the mask from the 
face of the United States, and aston- 
ished Europe sees that the land of 
peace, angels, and arbitration treaties is 
a great intriguer, which tries to attain 
its objects through Mammon because it 
is too cowardly to draw the sword.” 

The Liberal Vossische Zeitung thinks 
that Mr. Taft’s refusal to be stampeded 
by Gen. Diaz's note is-due to the War 
Department's realization of American 
military weakness. The Zeitung points 
out that volunteers would have to be re- 
lied upon for the invasion of Mexico, 
and says these may have good fighting 
qualitfes, but for large operations they 
are of ‘“ highly doubtful value.’’ 

The German Government insists that 
it in no respect sympathizes with the 





anti-American outbursts of the German | 
press in connection with Mexico. The 





Government points out, however, that 
so long as the American Government 
refuses, as it has up to this hour, to 
take the European Cabinets frankly 
into its confidence with regard to the 
true inwardness of the Mexican situa- 
tion unfriendly imputations are un- 
avoidable, 


OPTIMISM AT WASHINGTON. 


Mexico’s Attitude Is Appreciated— 
Gomez Still Hopes for Peace. 


Speoital to The New Yerk Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Several dis- 
patches from Ambassador Wilson, at 
Mexico City, were received by the State 
Department to-day, which tended to in- 
crease the optimism. over the Mexican 
situation, which has been maintained 
there for the last two or three days un- 
der somewhat’ adverse circumstances. 

One dispatch reported that the Ambas- 


sador had been informed that the Mexican 
Government desired to make some altera- 
tions in the draft of its reply to the 
American demands of April 14, extracts 
from which were telegraphed from Mexico 
on Wednesday by Stephen Bonsal and 
published in THs NEw YORK TIMEs yes- 
terday. Another dispatch from the An- 
bassador came this afternoon giving the 
cheering news that President Diaz had 
personally ordered the release of Blatt 
and Converse, the two men who were ar- 
rested some time ago near the interna- 
tional boundary, and whom Mexico 
claimed to have taken on her own terri- 








tory. ' 

The State. Department had requested 
the releasé of Blatt and Converse some 
time ago, but the Mexican Government 
had delayed acting in »he matter pending 
a decision by the International Boundary 
Cemmission as to which Nation owned 
the spot whcre they were arrested. The 
action of Gen. Diaz in releasing was 
interpreted as showing a desire on his 
part to deronstrate a conciliatory atti- 
tude toward the United States. 

It was suggested at the State Depart- 
ment that the alterations in the Mexican 
note were due to the receipt by the Gov- 
ernment of further information about the 
fighting at Agua Prieta. It is not ex- 
pected now that the note will be received 
here before the middle of next week. 
Not until it does come can it be taken 
up for detailed consideration. In the 
meantime the War Department has set 
about getting the fullest official infor- 
mation as to just what happened at Agua 
Prieta. | 

Secretary Dickinson has also taken pre- 
cautions against a repetition at E] Paso 
of the situation at Douglas last week. He 
has sent orders to the commanding offi- 
cers of the troops there to do everything 
possible to keep Americans out of the 
danger zone. 

Dr. Vasquez Gomez, the revolutionary 
arent bere, still hopes that the Mexican 
revolutionists will yet find it unnecessary 
to attack Juarez. An armistice within a 
few days between the Federal and Insur- 
recto forces {s still a probability. 

Dr. Gomez sent several telegrams to- 
night to Mexico, but the only information 
as to the contents was given in a state- 
ment which he Issued. 

5 is impossible for me,*’ he sald, ‘‘ to 
reveal the nature of negotiations in which 
I am to-night engaged. All I can say is 
that within a few days I may be able 
to communicate something of great inter- 
est to the Mexican people. It is absolute- 
ly essential, however, that these negotia- 
tions be kept secret, as we are dealing 
with some delicate points." 

Dr. Gomez is said to have made such 
Strong representations to the insurgent 
leader that the attack on Juarez may be 
deferred even for several days. 

Dr. Gomez sent a long telegram to Gen. 
Madero to-day, in which he pointed out 
that it was necessary not to confuse the 
armistice proposition with the peace pra- 
posals which were to follow. He de 
clared that neitherside would gain nor lose 
by an armistice, the primary condition 
being that the status quo be imposed on 
all military operations, which would in- 
clude, of course, the shipment of arms 
or the bringing up of reinforcements to 
the north of Mexico, a thing which Gen. 
Madero yesterday said was probably the 
Mexican Government's idea in favoring 
the armistice. 

Dr. Gomez is said to be of the opinion 
that while the retirement of President 
Diaz is an ultimate necessity for the 
complete restoration of tranquillity in 
the republic, a state of Anarchy and 
lawlessness would be likely to follow 
any announcement or assurances that 
Gen. Diaz would abdicate the Presidency. 
lt is said that Dr. Gomez believes an as- 
surance that President Diaz would re- 
sign should be given only after all the

BIG RISING IN PUEBLA. 





Slaughter by Federals Resented—Stu- 
dent Disorders in the Capital. 
Special to The New York Times. 
MEXICO CITY, April 20.—The hornet’s 
nest has been knocked from the Imb in 
the State of Puebla. Following the fight 
near Matamoras on Wednesday, in which 
the Federal machine guns did terrible 
execution among the poorly armed and 
undrilled insurrectos, the whole country- 
side is reported to be swarming to take 

revenge. 

Despite the fact that the battle was 
fought within 150 miles of Mexico City, 
no word of it was received here until 
vesterday. The latest reports to-day 
have it that 1,500 Federals attacked the 
rebels, who had gathered near Mata- 
moras, and that in the neighborhood of 
100 were killed. The official report gives 
no details of the fighting, simply saying 
it was an overwhelming victory. It was 
undoubtedly the bloodiest fight so far 
in the insurréction. 

The Federal position at Matamoras 
probably will not be attacked for several 
days, but with the large addition to the 
insurgent forces hard fighting is bound 
to come. 

Student disorders in the capital have 
assumed serious proportions. There has 
been restiveness among the students for 
some time, but in the last few days the 
disorders have grown worse. <A demon- 
stration was attempted last night and 
several youths were wounded by the po- 
lice in dispersing the crowds. This cir- 
cumstance has added fuel to the flames, 
and it is deciared that the demonstrations 
will be renewed and that resistance will 
be made if the troops attempt to stop 
them. It is understood that student lead- 
ers have been warned that the troops 
will fire if the movement is carried too 
far. Should this action be taken a serious 
outbreak might follow. Nominally the 
movement among the youths is supposed 
to be in the interest of reforms in the 
school regulations; but it is probable that 
this is merely pretense, and that the 
object of the leaders is to help overthrow 
the Government. 

In the dissatisfaction that is evident In 
the cpital there are no real expressions 
of hostility to foreigners, but in case of 
intervention in Mexican affairs by the 
United States the situation, to say the 
least, would be made uncomfortable to 
Americans. However, violence to those 
using reasonable caution is not  prob- 
able. In any event the worst danger 
would face those who are in the cap- 
ital. The Americans if the smaller towns 
and in the mining camps are practically 
as safe as they would be in the United 
States. Here the students and other irre- 
spinsibles might cause some trouble. 

There are again reports that Gen. 
Bernardo Reyes has been ordered to re- 
turn from his mission in Europe to take 
charge of the Government's military 
forces. Officials refuse to confirm the 
reports, but if they are true it is prac- 
tically certain that the Government is 
playing its last card and has determined 
on a finish fight. 


OPPOSE DR. GOMEZ’S PLANS. 


Members of San Antonio Junta to 
Urge Further Fighting.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 21.—Gus- 
tavo Madero and Juan Sanchez Azcona, 
members of the local insurrecto junta, 
left for El Paso to-night, from which city 
they expect to get into communication 
with Francisco I. Madero, Jr., leader of 
the insurrectos. The understanding here 
is that they will advise Gen. Madero to 
hold to his plan to fight until President 
Diaz has resigned or haS been deposed,

ENSENADA, Lower California, April 
20, via San Diego, Cal., April 21.—The 
steamer San Diego sailed to-day for San 
Diego with many of the most prominent 
residents of the city aboard. Gen. Simon 
Berthold is said to have sent word to 


Gov. Vega that he will attack Ensenada 
within twenty-four hours.

NO CONFLICT, SAYS GOMEZ. 


Has Merely Transmitted Proposals of 
a Third Party to Madero. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, head of the Mexican Revolution- 
ary Con:mittee in Washington, to-night 


made a categorical denial of reports of 
differences between Francisco Madero, the 
provisional President of the revolutionary 
party,-and himself. 

“The rumors that have been brought 

to me are absurd on ‘their face,’’ was 
his comment. “In the first place, Presi- 
dent Madero and I have no difference of 
Opinion on the subject of an armistice. 
[I have not attempted to initiate any plan 
for an armistice, and I have no ‘ peace 
programme.’ I have served as the me- 
dium of transmission of suggestions for 
an armistice, and that is all. These ten- 
tative proposals, coming from:a_ third 
party, whose identity I do not care to 
disclose, I have sent to the Commander 
in Chief. He has full authority, delegated 
by the chiefs of the revolutionary move- 
ment, to accept or reject them.

He knows that I have 
never made any statement favoring a re- 
quest from the revolutionists for an 
armistice. 

“The news of the departure of Sefior 
Vasconcellas from San Antonio is not a 
Surprise. He is coming East on an er- 
rand which may bring him through Wash- 
ington, although he will go on to New 
York. His business in the East has no 
relation to the diplomatic phase of the 
situation.” 

Dr. Gomez said that the proposals for 
an armistice which had been transmitted 
to Gen Madero had not advanced to any 
understanding. 

“They are still pending,” he said.

put sugar as well as salt on the free Hst. 
Mr. Fordney had taunted the Democrats 
by saying he could buy a ton of salt in 
his State for 75 cents, and the farmers 
did not see much help for them in put- 
ting it on the free list. 


To Go After Sugar Tariff. 


Mr. Underwood said that they would 
take care of sugar in a separate pill. 

“We found,’ said he, ‘‘that sugar 
brings the Treasury $60,000,000 revenue, |} 
and we could not take off that revenue 
without getting it somewhere else. We 
will in due time take care of sugar.’’ 

Mr. Nelson of Wisconsin made a strong | 
fight for the dairy interests when the 
butter and cheese paragraph was reached. 
He said that the output of the. world for 
export was 485,000,000 pounds last year, 
and Canada exported 170,000,000 pounds, 
while the United States exported only 
10,000,000 pounds. The difference of prices 
between Canada and the United States 
was uniformly 4 or 5 cents in favor of 
the American dairyman, and now he was; 
to lose that. 

Mr. Nelson tried to get the other side; 
to recognize the helplessness of the Amer- 
ican potato against Canadian competition. 
Mr. Langley fought for the American hen 
and tefused to see the egg go on the free 
list without protest. Julius Kahn strug- 
gled hard when the whale was reached on 
the free list. He said that the Canadian 
ships engaged in the whale fisheries were 
built in Norway and cost on an aver- 
age $23,000, while the American. ships 
were ‘built in this country and cost 
$80,000. 

The Canadian ships were manned by 











Chinese and Japanese, who received an 
average of $40 a month and boarded them- 
selves, while the American ships were 
manned by “‘ white men,’’ who got $75 a, 
month and were boarded by their employ- 
ers. But the hard-hearted majority by! 
this time had become so delirious in the 
fun of running the steam roller baek and 
forth that they could not stop, and they 
ran over the egg, the whale, and the po- 
tato at one fell swoop. 

The crowning aggravation of the day 
came when Mr. Lenroot /offered the 
‘ Warmers’ Free List”’ bill as an amend- 
ment. He urged that the Democrats were 
unwilling to vote for an extended free 
list on the Reciprocity bill, which every 
one knew was sure to become law, and 
were willing to postpone every amend- 
ment with the promise to vote for it in 
the free Hst bill, which no one believed 
could become law. 

To this Mr. Underwood, the Democratic 
leader, retorted: 

“The free list bill will become law, or 
the Republican Senate that kills it or 
the Republican President that vetoes it 
will never be heard from again. 


The Steam Roller Goes On. 


Mr. Lindberg of Minnesota offered an 
amendment to postpone the. operation of 
the agreement until Jan. 1, 1912, so that 
the crops that were raised this last year 
should not be depreciated: by ex-post 
facto legislation. This was rolled as flat 
as its predecessors. 

Mr. Hubbard of Iowa brought in a 
unique amendment based on the Cana- 
dian law that a foreign inventor must 
sell his patent to the Government if de- 
manded or go to Canada to manufacture, 
Mr. Mann thought it was too much to 
ask Canada not only to ratify the agree- 
mcnt,. but to amend her patent laws to 
suit us, and the Democrats again steam- 
rollered with a gay and resonant yell, 

Representative Lafferty of Oregon 
showed originality by offering an amend- 
ment providing that the United States 
might at any time alter, amend, or re- 
peal the agreement, and cited the agree- 
ment of 1854. Notwithstanding the fear- 
ful possibility that the amendment might 
go on forever, the Democrats again 





shouted ‘‘ No!’”’ as doudlv as they had 
for thirty-odd times before, and that 
amendment went down. 

At just 7 o’clock Mr. Sherley, who was 


in the chair, reported the bill from the 
Committee of the Whole. Mr. Norris 
made the last effort to stem the tide by 
moving to recommit the bill to Wavys 
and Means, with instructions to amend 
by putting lumber on the free list. This 
was the last victim of the day, and it 
soon went the way of all good amend- 
ments—the House refusing to have a vea 
and nay vote on it. Then on the finai 
vote the yeas and nays were had. and 
at 7:35 the House adjourned to Monday, 
when the free list bill will be taken up. 


McCall Defends the Bill. 


In the closing debate on reciprocity, 
Representative McCall of Massachusetts. 
declared that the farmers of the United 
States had been pushed forward to hide 
the real interests opposed to the agree- 
ment. 

“The advantage of this. reciprocity 
agreement will be not that of reducing 
the price of a single bushel of wheat,’ 
he said, ‘‘ but when'the time of scarcity 
comes, it will prevent the rise in price 
by giving us free access to the Cana- 
dian supply.’’ 

In a final attack on the bill, Mr. Dal- 
zell of Pennsyivania, declared the agree- 
ment had been made without authority of 
law, that it had been made without spop- 
ular desire for it and under the guise 
of a measure to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing. He held that neither the President 
nor Congress had the right to make an 
agreement with a foreign country involy- 
ing revenue questions. He characterized 
the agreement a ‘bungling piece of 
statesmanship,”” and an “open, avowed. 
free trade measure,’ which would 
threaten the whole policy of protection 
to American industries. 


Underwood Defies Steel Trust. 


Mr. Underwood followed Mr. Dalzel] 
with a strong defense of the measure, as- 
serting that it marked an era in the eco- 
nomic life of the Nation. 

In reply to a statement made by former 
Speaker Cannon in a recent speech to the 
effect that the United States Steel Cor- 
poration favored the reciprocity bill, Mr. 
Underwood said: 

“ft am in receipt of a telegram saying 
that the United States Steel Corporation 
has stopped work on important mills in 
my district, throwing 3,000 men out of 
employment and giving as its reason 
that I stood here advocating the tariff 
reductions on steel included in this bill. 
I say to the gentleman from Illinois that 
now I know where the United States Stee! 
Corporation stands. 

“Two years ago in my district,’’ he 
continued, “‘the Steel Trust interests op- 

osed me because I favored the reduction 

n the steel tariffs, and they threatened | 
to turn me out of Congress if I voted for'| 
such reductions. I voted for them just 
the same and they failed in their efforts 
to turn me out.”’ 


CANADIAN LIBERALS REJOICE¢ 


Will Themselves Ratify the Reci- 
procity Agreement Soon. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 21.—News of 
the heavy majority given reciprocity at 
Washington was received with much sat- 
isfaction by the Government and the Lib- 
eral members. The opponents of the 
measure are now placing their faith in 
the hope that the United States Senate 
will long delay the bill or kill It. 

“The vote at Washington to-day will 
bea a great aid to the Canadian friends of 
reciprocity,”’ said a member of the Do- 
minion Government. ‘‘I expect to see the 
opposition at Ottawa collapse in the 
course of a few days, and I believe the 
measure Will be passed by Parliament as 


soon as it is finally dealt with at Wash- 
ington. If there was a limitation on the 
length of speechmaking here we would 
have passed the measure long since. 

“The only recourse the opposition ,in 
Canada has is in long speeches. They 
have provided twenty-four-hour sneeches 
for the last three days, but that sort of 
thing cannot be kept up much longer, and 
unless there is an indication at Washing- 
ton that the Senate will possibly defeat 
reciprocity, the fight against it is likely 
to be dropped here.’

Peter Osborne, 81 years old, of 18 Cor- 
nelia Street, looking like a stage Uncle 
Tom,’’ was the principal witness yester- 
day in behalf of his son, Edward, on 
trial before Judge Crain, in General Ses- 
sions, for the murder of Louis Spencer 
at Sixth Avenue and Carmine Street on 
Nov. 13 last. The son is being defended 
by James W. Osborne. Old Peter was a 
slave on the plantation of Mr. Osborne's 
father, near Charlotte, N. C. After the 
prosecution had closed Mr. Osborne sum- 
moned Peter to the stand and told him 
to speak so the jurors could hear him. 
Smiling broadly at his former master’s 
son, Old Peter said: |

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James Farley, 53 Years on the 
Force, Was Late at Roll

ON THE BLIZZARD MORNING 





Walked from Harlem to the Arsenal 
and Was 15 Minutes Late—78 When 
He Quit, but Took No Favors. 
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James/Farley, for fifty-three ysars a po- 
liceman, and now 78 years old, was retired 
from the force at midnight last night at 
his own request. He was the oldest po- 
liceinan, in the city’s service. Plans had 
been made. to give the old man a sort of 





reception when he lined up with the other 
members of his plat».on for the ‘ast time 
at midnight, But Farley himself spoiled | 
these, For the first time in years the old 
man went off on sick leave yesjerday aft- 
ernoon. Before this leave expires he will 
have‘ceased to be a member of the force. 

Farley’s health has been somewhat poor 
of late, owing to his advanced years, his 
friends say, but there were some last 
night who surmised that perhaps the old 
man had been frightened by the farewell 
ceremgnies which he knew he would have 
to face at the station. Every man who 
‘was not on duty had planned to be there 
to bid farewell to Farley, and there were 
many citizens and children who called 
yesterday in the hope of seeing the old 
man onty to be told by Capt. James Post 
that he had left the station as a police- 
man for the last time. 

Farley became a member of the regular 
police force when the “sparrow cops,” 
as the park policemen were cailed, were 
amalgamated with the regular force.

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VETERANS OF 71ST 
RECALL WAR DAYS 


Those Who Fought at Bull Run 
‘and Gettysburg Entertain © 
‘a Confederate. 








UNVEIL A WHERO’S PICTURE 
He Was Harry Rockefeller, Who Lost 
Arm in First Battle, Was Captured, 
and Escaped to Win Colonel’s Rank. 








Fifty of the fifty-six surviving veterans 
of the Seventy-first New York Regiment 
who took pari in the first battle of Bull 
Run, fought culy 21, 1861, and several 
hundred of the younger comrades of the 
regiment, including fourteen Spanish war 
veterans, dined together at the Park Ave- 
nue Hotel last night, told stories, and 
cheered in honor of their leaving New 


York to protect the National capital just 
fifty years ago. Portraits of Robert E. 
Lee and Stonewall Jackson, as well as of 
Grant, Sherman, and Burnside, smiled 
upon the diners from all Sides. 

“We were lined up in a hollow square 
in the old armory on Park Avenue,"’ said 
Col. William A. Boyd, ‘“‘ when the tele- 
gram from Washington wag read to us. 
In a very few hours we were at the foor 
of Liberty Street, boarding the transport 
Robert R. Cuyler. And on the Capitol’s 
steps paced dear old Abraham Lincoln, 
restless and wearied, and repeating over 
and over again, ‘Oh, God, will they nev- 
er come?’ ’”’ 

At the first mention of the namie of Lin- 
cOln there were shouts and cheers frbdm 
the younger veterans, but from the cor- 
ner where the aged veterans were assem- 
bled there were bowed heads and silent 
prayers. Col. Boyd, directing his remarks 
to the silent corner, said: 

“They are silent because they know 
best why we celebrate this day. They 
were the ones who left their firesides 
ald they are thinking at this moment of 
‘the Lincoln who gave his life and of 
their own comrades who gave their lives 
that this Nation might live.”’ 

Nearly all of the old veterans, including 
two officers, Gen. John R. Livermore and 
Lieut. Henry A. Embler, gathered before 


rear of the dais. It was not the flag with 
which the Seventy-first started to war; 
that was burned in the destruction of the 
old armory in 1902. The impression was 
none the less effective when Gen, 
Francis. pulling the flag from the™weall, 
revealed to view a life portrait of Col 
Harry Rockefeller, presented by him to 
the Veterans’ Association. 

The older veterans all knew their dead 
comrade, his left coat sleeve hanging 
empty by his side and his right hand still 
grasping the sword of his regiment, and 
those who had not met him personally 
had often heard of his valor in the first 
battle of Bull Run, where his arm was 
shot away and he'’was taken prisoner by 
the rebel army. It was aged Capt. H. H. 
Evertson who told the story. 

‘‘He was only 19 then,” he sald, “ but 
he was aS brave as an American could 
possibly be, Our regiment was a part of 
the first brigade on the battlefield. Harry 
was a private in the front ranks. Gen. 
Burnside sent word that our brigade was 
so stationed that we were firing on our 
‘own men. The order to advance the 
colors fifty yards was given. Harry was 
right under the colors and heard the 
order. The Color Sergeant took the flag 
and Harry, as well as many others of the 
brave boys, followed. 

‘Just then there was a terrible crash, 
and I, can’t clearly remember just what 
happened. A shell from the enemy came 
ripping through the flag, tearing it in 
shreds. One of the fragments tore away 
‘poor Harry’s left arm, and continued 
through his mouth and out of his cheek. 
He was made a prisoner and confined in 
Libby Prison, where they amputated the 
arm, But Harry was a game fellow, and 
he escaped in less than a year. 

‘‘He rejoined his regiment in time to 
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participate in the battle of Gettysburg. 
He was recommended for his service and 
rapidly advanced to be a Colonel. Often 
would I see him. riding a charger, draw- 
ing in the reins with his teeth, and salut- 
ing with his only hand. His enthusiasm 
represented the spirit of the Nation. He 
knew what he was fighting for, and he 
thought it was worth his life to give the 
service of which he was capable. His 
valor was the inspiration of all who came 
in. contact with him, He remained in 
active service until the very end of the. 
war and when he returned to New York 
in 1866 was made Major of the regiment. 
He died in 1872. His picture will be hung 
in the new armory.” 

In the Battle of Bull Run, which was 
the principal conflict in which the whole 
Seventy-first participated, the regiment 
counted sixty-five men killed, wounded, 
and taken prisoners. 

The guest of the evening was Capt. 
James E. Graybell, who fought in the 
Battle of Bull Run on the Confederata 
side.

Fifty Veterans Spin Yarns for the 
Benefit of the Youngsters, 


About fifty white haired veterans who 
marched with the Twelfth Regiment to 
the civil war, just fifty years before, re- 
asSembleqd at their semi-centennial re- 
union at Rector’s last night, together 
with some 230 more stalwart and youth- 
ful members of later years, all powerful 
of lung to cheer their honored anclents. 
The old men carried themselves with an 
erectness that still bespoke of wartime 
days, though;in many of them a faltering 
step, or limping walk, or stiffened arm 
recalled also Bull Run, Antietam, and 
Gettysburg, at all of which the old 
Twelfth aistinguished itself. 

So great was the gathering that the 
large banquet hall on the second floor 
could not accommodte them all, and four - 
additional rooms had to be thrown open 
for overflow gatherings. In each room 
the veterans fell to talking war, and the 
young men, grouped around them in gay 
regimental uniform, leaned across the 
tables, interested auditors of the events 
that made their regiment famous. A spe- 
cial reception was given gRefore the dinner 
to the guest of honor, Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, one of the.five surviving corps 
commanders of t war, and a one-time 
Maior of the Twelfth. It-was in his corps 
that the Twelfth fought at Gettysburg, a

At the guest table with Col. John S. Eili- 
son, President of the Old Guard, Asso- 
tiation of the regiment, sat Gen. Sickles, 
Gen. Robert Avery, Gen. James Grant 
Wilson, Gen. Nelson H. Henry, Gen.

By the time the speak- 
ing began Gen. Sickles alone, as he pres- 
ently announced, had signed no less than 
1.861 autographs on as many menu cards 
handed to him, He said he was sure of 
that number, because he had been talking 
about it all night. So had evervbody else. 

They. continued to talk about it almost 
until the wan hours of the morning, when 
all good veterans ought to be in bed. Gen. 


‘Sickles started off the symposium of war- 


time recollections, and when he asked 
how long he might talk, the regiment 
roared ‘‘ Ail night! All night!’’ He and 
his fellow-veterans at the guest table 
were almost as good as their allowance. 

By the time Gen. Sickles, Gen. Avery, 
and Col. Bird had told what reminiscences 
they could, every other veteran’s tongue 
was aching toward oratory. Only the 
young-and stalwart: militiamen of the 
present regiment were hoarse with cheer- 
ing.

Gaetano Esposito by His Sensa- 
tional Act Causes the Camorra 
Trial to Suspend. 





THEN DROPS IN A_ FAINT 





He and 5 Others, Who Are Charged 
with Sentencing the Cuocolos 
to Death, Interrogated. 





VITERBO, April 21—Six Camorristl, 
who with Luigi Fucci and others e¢xam- 
ined this week, are said to have passed 
the death sentence on the Cuocolos at a 


) terrogated to-day. 
The first heard was Gaetano Esposito, 
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who, at the end of a mad harangue, tore 
a glass eye from his face and hurled it 
at the feet of the President, Commenda- 
tore Bianchi, and then dropped in a faint 
while the sitting was hastily suspended. 

According to the State, Esposito, who {s 
known as a usurer, is a dangerous male- 
factor and succeeded. Enrico Alfano as 
the head of the Camorra when Alfano 
fled to the United States, there to fall 
into the hands of Lieut. Petrosino, and be 
deported in the Spring of 1907. 

There was a shudder among the spec- 
tators when Esposito was called for inter- 
rogation. He is not a pleasing man to 
look upon at best, and his knife-scarred 
face is made less inviting by the glass 
substitute for an eye lost in his youth. 

The prisoner attempted to proye an 
alibi so far as the meeting at Bagnoli 
was concerned. At that time he was 
traveling, he said, between Milan and 
Rome. He gave a detailed account of his 
wanderings prior to the murder of Cuo- 
colo and his wife, and gradually wrought 
himself up to a fine frenzy. He conolud- 
ed in substance as follows: 

“It is true that I concealed myself at 
the time, when I learned that I was to be 
arrested. I was suffering as I am even 
now, from heart disease, In my boyhood 
I lost one eye. I feared that I would die 
in prison from the malady, which had al- 
ready seized me, or what would be even 
worse, that I would lose my other eye.”’ 

Hefe self-pity gripped the prisoner, who 
became hysterical and sobbed violently, 
his face in his hands, Ali attention was 
on the man when suddenly he raised his 
head and with a deft movement of the 
hand released the sightless organ, and, 
throwing it on the floor before the Judge's 
bench, bared his disfigured face to the 
horrified spectators. Thus for a few sec- 
onds he posed and then with a choking 
ery dropped to the floor in a faint, 

By this time the nerves of all in the 
room wero on edge, and as Esposito col- 
lapsed a tumult was raised. From the 
steel cage the prisoners shouted, cried, 
and cursed. Pasquale Gargiulo, who is 
also a sufferer from heart disease, wailed: 

‘You wish for our deaths in prison. We 
wish that at least we may die in a hos- 
yital.’’ 

One of the jurymen, who is a physician 
went to the assistance of Esposito, and 








President Bianchi declared the sitting 
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suspended. 

When the esitting was resumed others 
charged with having been present in 
Bagnoli when the death sentence Was 
passed upon the Cuocolos were heard. 
Antoniy di Domizio said that he did not 
ask acquittal because of a fear of con- 
demnation, as he already had been in 
prison for a longer period than he now 
could be sentenced to serve. He desired 
acquittal, he said, only to vindicate 
honor, especially in interest of his 
family, which is composed of respectable

ACCIDENT TO PARSEVAL VI. 


Voyage with Ten Persons from Berlin 
to Amsterdam Has Unlucky End. 


BERLIN, April 21.—The dirigible bal- 
loon Parseval VI. ascended at 4:80 o’clock 
this morning, carrying ten persons, in- 
eluding two officers of the Dutch Army, 
who planned to make a flight to Amster- 
dam without a previous lariding. The air- 
ship passed over Oebisfelde, Saxony, at 
10:10 o'clock, going at the rate of thirty- 
four miles an hour, despite somewhat 
violent wind currents. 

Ten miles north of Brunswick, how- 
ever, the balloon met With a mishap and 
was forced to make a rough landing. The 
passengers escaped injury and the airship 
was not seriously. damaged, though it lies 
partly in a swamp and will of necessity 
be dismantled and sent to Bitterfield by 
train. 

Between Isenbuttel and Lieferde the air- 
ship was flying low when it encountered 
a gust of wind which compelled it to slow 
up. The free end of a rope caught in the 
branches of a birch tree and gave the 
balloon a shock which caused it to lose 
its equilibrium, This, together with the 


wind, rendered an. immediate descent 
necessary. 








On March 16 the Parseval VI. was bad- 
ly damaged by collision with the balloon 
shed at Johannisthal. Following that acci- 
dent the passenger trips out of Berlin 
were undertaken temporarily by the Par- 
seval V. On April 2 the latter craft made 
a perilous descent at Halberstadt. En- 
countering a storm the crew was com- 
pelled to rip the envelope, and the dir- 
igible came down in a state of collapse. 
No one was seriously injured.

Return of Throat Trouble Causes Him 
to Suspend Audiences.

BRITISH COPYRIGHT BILL.

Proposed New Law Provides Imprlis- 
onment for Piracy Instead of Fine. 


LONDON, April 21.—The Government's 
long-promised Copyright bill has passed 
its second reading in the House of Com- 
mons. The measure not only sets forth 
amendments based on the Copyright Con- 
vention of 1908, but codifies the common 
law on copyright and the existing stat- 
utes, numbering about twenty. 

Copyright under the amended law 
would run as a general rule duriing the 
life of the author and fifty years after. 
Foreign authors may acquire copyright 
by making first publication within the 
British Dominions, but may be deprived 
of it by the Government if the country to 
which they belong refuses adequate pro- 


tection to British authors. 

Imprisonment is substituted for a fine 
as punishment for piracy, and there is a 
clause giving authors protection against 
dramatic performances of any copyrighted 
work from pirated coptes. ’ 

Photographs, gramophone records, and 
perforated music rolis are to have copy- 
right, the terms being for fifty years 
from the time the negative or plate is 
made.

At present ft fs not believed that any 
fatalities have been caused by the fire. 

The ethnographic section, another feat-

The day was well chosen, for 
it is ge prong’ f celebrated as the “ birth- 
day of Rome,” though, according to Varro, 
the foundation of the Eternal City was 
laid on April 20 ,753 B. C., or the fourth 
year of the sixth Olympiad. 

The ethnographic. section occuples the 
ancient military parade grounds at the 
foot of Monte Mario along the Tiber, close 
to St. Peter’s. A new bridge over the 
river joins !t with the international sec- 
tion of fine arts in the Vigna Cartone. 
Interesting and artistic structures are 
grouped together, representing different 
regions and times, all furnished appro- 
priately and with attendants in the dress 
of each locality and period portrayed. 

Notwithstanding the presence of the 
royalties the Inauguration had a popular 
character, as all the associations’ were tn- 
vited and crowded the place, applauding 
enthusiastically the King, Rome, and 
Italy. Several speeches were made. The 
King and the royal party left the scene 
to the strains of the Italian March, amid 
great cheering.

Miss Martha Berry, who is known 
throughout the mountain country of 
Georgia as ‘‘The Sunday Lady of Pos- 
si#m Trot,’’ is due here to-day to arrange 
for next Tuesday’s meeting of the Berry 
School Assdciation at the Hotel Astor. 
At this meeting ex-President Roosevelt 
will tell of the work being carried on at 
this institution, 

Miss Berry is a Southerner herself, and 
familiar enough with backwoods condi- 
tions to be in material sympathy with 
the boys and girls who haven't the ad- 
vantages that most youngsters possess. 
Nine years ago she gathered a few of 
the one-suspender boys into a little log 
cakin on her estate and told them a few 
things that made them want to hear 
more. On ihe following Sunday she 
talked to a larger audience, and pretty 
soon the little cabin wasn’t big enough 
for a meeting place. So Miss Berry gave 
a house and got two teachers to help her 
and they set out systematically to sprea 
industrial education. 

In 1902 there were five students and 
two teachers. Now there are 200 studenis 
and 25 teachers. The school property has 
increased in value from $5,000 to $200,000. 

Mr. Roosevelt. who has‘ given much 
time and attention to the Berry School, 
will tell about it on Tuesday evening at 
the Astor. He says he believes in the 
school because ‘“‘it was {initiated and is 
being carried on in a spirit which com- 
bines to an extraordinary degree adher- 
erce to a very lofty ideal with the most 
practical common-sense in realizing it.’’

The Interesting Story of India Paper 


NDIA paper is the name given to a very thin and light but tough and opaque kind of 
paper used for making books of which it is desirable to reduce the bulk and weight 
to a minimum without impairing durability or affecting the legibility of the type. 

The name was originally given in England, about the middle of the 18th century, to a 
soft absorbent paper imported from China, where it was made by hand. The name 
probably originated in the prevailing tendency of those times to describe as ‘‘Indian’’ 
anything that came from the Far East (as, for example, Indian ink). This so-called 
India paper was used for printing the earliest and finest impressions of engravings, hence 
known as “India proofs.”’ 


How ft First Came From the Far East 


The name of India paper is now chiefly associated with European (especially British) 
machine made, thin, opaque printing papers used in the highest class of book-printing. 
In 1841 an Oxford graduate brought to England from the Far East a small quantity of 
extremely thin paper, which was manifestly tougher and more opaque, for its weight, 
than any paper then made in Europe. He presented it to the Oxford University Press, 
which, in 1842, used it for 24 copies of the smallest Bible then in existence—diamond 
24mo. These books were scarcely a third of the usual thickness and were regarded 


with great interest; one was presented to Queen Victoria and the rest to other eminent 
persons, 


Re-invented in England 


In 1874 a copy of the India paper Bible fell into the hands of Henry Frowde, and 
experiments were instituted at the Oxford University paper-mills at Wolvercote with 
the object of producing similar paper. In 1875 an impression of the Bible, similar in 
all respects to that of 1842, was placed on sale by the Oxford University Press. This 
feat of compression was regarded as astounding, the demand was enormous, and since 
then hundreds of thousands of these India paper Bibles have been printed by the Press 
both at Oxford and Cambridge. 


Tests at the Paris Exposition 


The marvels of compression achieved by the use of India paper created great in- 
terest at the Paris Exposition in 1900. Its strength was as remarkable as its lightness; 
volumes of 1,500 pages were suspended for several months by a single leaf, as 
thin as tissue, and when they were examined at the close of the Exposition 
it was found that the leaf had not started, the paper had not stretched and the 
volume closed as well as ever. The paper, when subjected to severe rubbing, 
instead of breaking into holes, like ordinary printing paper, assumed a texture 
like that of chamois leather and a strip 3 in. wide was found to support a weight 
of 28 lbs. without yielding. 


Materials and Production 


The material used in the manufacture of India paper is chiefly rag, with entire free- 
dom from mechanical wood pulp. The remarkable opacity of modern India paper is 
mainly due to the admixture of a large proportion of mineral matter which is retained by 
the fibres. 

There is no India paper produced in the United States. In the whole world there 
are only nine mills that manufacture it—two in England, two in Germany, two in Italy, 
one in France, one in Holland and one in Belgium. 


Adoption by the Encyclopaedia Britannica

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Discoveries 
in cosmical evolution leading to the devel- 
opment of the science of cosmogony, were 
announced to-day to the American Philo- 
sophical Society at its annual meeting by 
Prof. T. J. J. See, Government astronomer 
in, charge of tne Naval Observatory at Mare 
Island, California, who said he had trav- 
eled 3,000 miles to give Eastern men of 
science a first-hand account of his re- 
aN which, he said, had 
aroused interest in learned circles 
throughout the world. 

Prof. See was formerly in charge of 
the large telescope of the Naval Ob- 
servatory in Washington, and while there 
is said to have made the most refined 
measures of the planets and satellites 
yet accomplished, but for the past seven 
years he has been in California studying 
the cause of earthquakes and mountain 
formation. besides making discoveries in 
cosmogony. : 

Among the results anngunced to-day 
was a link in the chain of reasoning es- 
tablishing the laws of the evolution of 
the solar system, showing that the plan- 
ets originally were small bodies forming 
et a great from the sun, and 
that their masses have been increased 
by gathernig up all manner of lesser 
bodies, from meteorites to satellites. Col- 
lisions in this nebular resisting medium 
bave reduced ths size of the original or- 
bits immensely and made them such 
exact circles that the Greek philosophers 
believed the Deity had set the planets 
revolving in round orbits because the cir- 
ele is a perfect figure. 

These collisions, which have rounded

Miss Bartine said she picked 
up the revolver, not knowing it was load- 
ed, and, as she had done often, pressed 
it against her brother’s right temple. A 
shot rang out, and the boy toppled to the 
floor. 

The girl stood spell-bound by - fright 
While her sister and Miss Campbell sank 
on their knees beside the boy. Their 
screams summoned neighbors, who called 
in Policeman Anderson of the Ralph Ave- 
nue Station.

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BOXER IN RING. 


McMahon Floors Burke Three Times 
in First Round, but Lacks Experience... 


A terrific wallop, which landed on Ref- 
eree Charley White's nose and sent that! 
official groggy and bleeding to the.cor-. 
ner, marked the finish of a hard-fought 
ten-round bout betwéen Sailor Burke of 
Brooklyn and Tom McMahon, the Pitts- 
burg middleweight, at the Twentieth 
Century Athletic Club last evening. The 
blow was delivered while the referee was 
trying to separate the two men, who re- 
fused to recognize the final-bell and were 
pounding away at each other with both 
hands. Burke's work in the latter part of 
the bout entitled him to the honors. 

It was the opening boxing entertainment — 
for the new club, and although the spa- 
cious St. Nicholas Rink was far from be- 
ing filled, there was a large gathering of 
members. It was also the initial appear- 
ance of McMahon in this city, and his 
work in the opening round, when he 
floored the Sailor three times, promised 
to come up to all the flattering notices 
which preceded him, But he lacked the 
ring exerience and the physique for a 
bout like that of last night, and he tired 
perceptibly in the closing rounds, so much 
so that Burke was able to set the pace 
during the latter half of the battle. 

McMahon landed a left swing to the’ 
Sailor’s jaw before the echo of the open- 
ing bell had entirely died away and Burke 
went down with a thud. And he was glad 
to stay down until Referee Charley White 
had reached nine in his count. Sailor 
managed to hug and weather the storm 
well until just before the bell ended the 
round, and then another left put him down 
for the count of four. As soon as he re- 
gained his feet he was again floored and 
was on one knee listening to the count 
when the bell rang. Everybody expected 
to see Sailor pick out a soft spot for the 
next round. ' 

Then came the surprise. Burke has the 
habit of fighting like a champion when 
things are coming his way and taking the 
opposite route when the other fellow is 
going strong. . But last night he did bet- 
ter work in the second round than in the 
first, and in the third showed still more 
improvement. But he was taking too 
much punishment in the form of. left 
swings to gain either round.

Thinks the Board of Estimate Should 
Contro!] School Expenditures—Denies 
the New Charter Is His Work. 





Mayor Gaynor went yesterday to the 
Gefense of the changes in the administra- 
tion of the Board of Education made in 
his. recommendation for the revision of 
the city Charter recently submitted to the 
Legislature. le’ told why he wanted the 
present voluntary board reduced to seven 
paid members, and had something to say 
ebout the Charter draft, submitted in his 
name. He said: 

“TI favor making the Board of Educa- 
tion a city department, leaving the Board 
of Estimate and the Board of Aldermen 
to do with it as they do with other city 
— substantially. 

* The teachers’ pension fund, instead of 
deing separate as it now is, becomes 
merged with the funds of other depart- 
ments,eand they will have no representa- 
tive on the board, as at present, and no 
voice in its management. I do not deem 
that a vital thing at all. The teachers 
@eught to be very thankful to have a pen; 
sion fund without being critical about the 
question of management, 

“ Would the effect of this new Charter 
be to put tne schools into politics? I do 
not see how there canbe any such effect, 
I think that is a mere bugbear. If 7 
thought that it would I would not like to 
have anything to do with it.

“T° know that the schoolhouse sites 
heretofore have cost from three to five 
times their actual value. And there has 
been much extravagance in building. I 
do not wish to say there jhas been much 
grait, but I fear there has been in the 
past. 

‘Are the new Commissioners to be men 
or women? I should not say in advance, 
but most likely both. 

‘‘“What kind of Commissioners? The 
most competent whom I can get to de- 
vote their whole time to the work. You 
must remember their duties are largely 
administrative, so that persons of admin- 
istrative and business abiligy will be re- 
quired, as well as educational experts. 
You might not get,these qualifications 
combined in the same person, but we can 
get them combined in the same board-of 
seven. 

‘““Why is a paid commission proposed? 
get competent persons 
to devote their entire time to it. He who 
preaches the Gospel has to live by the 
Gospel, and he who teaches, or controis 
the education of the community, must 
live thereby. They must live some way 
or another. We don’t want people to live 
by graft, do we? 

‘Where should the initiative on educa- 
tional matters be, in the hands of the 
Board of Education or the Board of Su- 
perintendents? It may be that in some 
things the initiative should be local, but I 
fear L cannot go into that. 


Duty of the Board of Estimate. 


‘‘Should there be a fixed minimum rev- 
enue by statute, you ask. I do not see 
that that is necessary. The Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment can take care 
of that the same as they do in respect of 
all other departments, and the Board of 
Education is now being made a depart- 
ment of the city. 

‘*Should that board designate how the 
money appropriated should be spent? Yes, 
[ think the Board of Estimate should be 
ablé to designate the particular things 
that money should be devoied to. 

“‘Are the Board of Estimate sufficiently 
expert in educational matters to be able 
to do this intelligently? Yes, they may 
not be educational experts, but with the 
aid of the Board of Education I think 
they can do it intelligently, and it may be 
often necessary to limit the expenditure 
in certain directions. I see no objection 
to it. 

“Should the Board of Education fix the 
salaries of the teachers and other em- 
ployes, or the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment? I think the teachers’ sal- 
aries should be fixed by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, acting prob- 
ably with the Board of Aldermen. re- 
peat that the Board of Education its be- 
ing made a city department.

“The Charter prepared by the present 


Charter Commission has substantially the} 


same changes in the educational part of 
it. It brings it in as a city department, 
and creates a small paid board. Mr. 


Mayer told me that was tobe written 
into that Charter. In fact, we have now 
two Charter @rafts, which are substan- 
tially the same throughout. I see no 
reason why the Charter should not pass 
this year. I did very little in its prepara- 
tion. The history of its preparation is 
sim ly this: 

he Charter Commission Iast year had 
a Charter before the Legislature, but not 
vet complete. No official in this city knew 
a thing about it. It was, in fact, being 
drawn by men in Syracuse and "Horse- 
heads and all over the State. I asked 
Julius Mayer, counsel to that commission, 
to let it go over until this yearn, so that 
the city officials might read it and make 
suggestions. He immediately acquiesced 
in this as proper, and the matter was laid 
over until this year. 

‘‘Last June I called all the heads of de- 
partments together and appointed a com- 
mittee of twelve the refrom, inclyding the 
Controller, to take the matter u At the 
same meeting it was announce that the 
Corporation Counsel would form a work- 
ing force in the staff of hhis office to lick 
into shape and write out a new Charter 
from all the suggestions that should come 
in. That course was followed. 

“The heads of departments went to 
work on the chapters relating to their re- 
spective departments and sent in their 
suggestions, and the bureau in the Cor- 
poratis mn Counsel's office worked on the 
preparation of the Charter, and the pres- 
ent proposed Charter is the result. If 
there be some who took little interest in 
the matter, that is their own affair. It 
was all public and well announced, and we 
received valuable help from many sources. 
The only thing I regret is that the Char- 
ter is not yet perfect in literary form,”’

by Dr. SARGENT is a part also of Prof.

What most growing girls, as well as 
growing boys, need is a frequent 
change of organic activity, and hard 
enough work for their muscles to 
allay nervous Irritability and give 
them a motor outlet for their pent-up 
feclings and emotions. 


Curiously enough, the physical con- 





dition of girls and boys itn the urban 
schools is superior to that of pupils in 
the rural schools of the United States. 
Out-of-door play in the country is not 
Systematized as it well can be, and as 
it is systematized in the playgrounds 
of the cities. Here, too, we have the 
aid of gymnasiums, Physical educa- 
tion should be made a part of the Coun- 
try Life movement, which Mr. Roosr- 
VELT has so wisely and ably forwatded. 
Meanwhile, the work of training the 
muscles, éyes, brains, and nerve centres 
of children in the public schools of the 
cities by means of recreative exercises 
goes on apace. It is an encouraging 
sign of progress in education.

Mrs. Jullan Heath Asks That Each In- 
vestigate Laundry She Patronizes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You presented some weeks ago to your read- 
ers a report of the conditions which I found 
to be existing in many of the laundries of 
this city, and which were and still are a 
menace to the public and to the workers. The 
work of improving conditions in the laundries 
is being vigorously pushed by a special com- 
mittee which is receiving the hearty co-opera- 
tion of those laundrymen who wish to raise 
the statidard of the laundry industry. 

At this time I am seeking the co-operation 
of the public, and particularly the housewife, 
who has the matter in her own hands, by ask- 
ing that each housewife and each individual 
investigates thoroughiy the laundry that he 
or she’ patronizes. If cause for complaint is 
found as to sanitation, ventilation, &c., I 
would be very glad to receive these complaints 
and act upon them, whether these complaints 
are in regard to steam laundries or the so- 
called hand laundries. The latter point, I be- 
lieve, néeds explanation in that the words hand 
laundry are often misleading, and I believe 
that many patronize the (so-called) hand laun- 
dries supposing they are getting hand work, 
whereas I have found in my investigations 
that very. few are strictly ‘‘ hand laundries.’’ 

Believing that one of the causes of danger 
is by infection of the clean clothes from those 
that are unwashed, it would be a great favor 
to the committee which has the matter in 
charge if laundries were reported where the 
solled clothes and the clean clothes are 
handled from the same table. Conditions in 


many of the laundries in the city are indeed 
a great menace, and the customers need to 
be awakened to the dangers.

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INTERFERES WITH TEACHERS 








Expert Believes Replacing of Present 
Board with Paid Members Would- 
Plunge Department Into Politiés. 
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To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The school system of New York is now 
to a limited extent independent of the city 
administration; that is to say, its ulti- 
mate authority is a board appointed by 
the Mayor, which board, once appointed, 
thenceforth manages the system subject 
to regulations whigh leave the initiative 
in all expert educational matters to the 
Superintendent, appointed by the board, 
and his staff. The board is thus quasi- 
independent of the city administration 
and the expert staff is quasi-independent 
of the board. . 


Meyor Gaynor'’s charter proposes to \ 


make the school system of New York a 
department of the City Government pre-e 
cisely in the same way as the Fire De- 
partment, or the Police Department, 
or any-.other department. The argu. 
ment in favor of the Mayor's pro- 
posal depends for its platisibility on anal. 
ogy. It is 
city has the responsibility of educating 
children just as it has the responsibility 
of cleaning streets and of preserving 
public orcer; and that it derives the 
money used in efiucation from taxation 
just as it derives the money used in 
maintaining the police force or the Fire 
Department; ergo it is inferred that the 
schools naturally form a department of 
the City Government, as do the other 
functions which lave been mentioned 
above. 

Now, if abstract logic were the final 
and only principle of appeal in all mat- 
ters relating to the practical conduct of 
human affairs the above argument might 
be quite plausible, But as a matter of 
fact rigid logic cannot alone be permit- 
ted to decide questions of efficiency and 
expediency. The answer, therefore, 
the logical argument above set forth is a 
very plain one. If American municipal 
government were-a solved problem, if our 
municipalities had shown the capacity to 
utilize experts properly, we could afford 
to be thoroughly logical. 
municipal government has found itself, 
we may be. But now “it is a condition 
and not a theory that confronts us.”’ In the 
case of the Fire Department, and of sev- 
eral other departments, cities probably do

the educational system, they 
don’t. No matter whether it ought to 
work best or not when the educational 
sj}stem is a part of the City Government, 
as a matter of fact it doesn’t. Every 
American city that has succeeded in im- 
its public school system has 
found it absolutely necessary to giv® 
that system quasi-independence; every 
American city that ties up its school sys 
tem with the general municipal adminis- 
tration finds its school affairs inefficiente 
ly conducted. If you make a list of cities 
where the administration of schools is 
satisfactory, you will find that their 
school systems are quasi-independent. if 
you make a list of cities where school 
administration is inefficient and un- 
satisfactory, you will find them more 
or less openly parts of the political 
municipal administration. In government 
and administration, that is good which 
works; that is bad which does not work. 
Quasi-independence may look a little 
illogical, Lut it works. It has worked, 
for example, in New York as it has 
worked in St. Louis and is working in 
Louisville, Whatever the defects of tne 
New York public education system may 
still-be, they will only be aggray ated by a 
return to a°*form of administration which

Education involves two distinct sides po 
much greater extent—the business $5!

In order thas © 
proper differentiation between these cw 
Mav be made, there must be sympathetic 
distribution of responsibility between the 
non-expert board, charged with the busi- 
ness administration, with building school- 
houses, heating thems ghting them, des 
ciding en general tines of policy, &e., and 
the expert educators who are bound to 
have final power in the choosing of teach- 
ers, in the making of courses of! study. 
&c. When a school system stands a littie 
to one side, it has proved comparati\ ely 
easy to select a board which will appoins 
thoroughly competent educational ex- 
perts and then leave them to attend to 
what is explicitly educational. Where the 
entiro system has been intimately a part 
of the city administration this has not 
proved feasible. Interference in the ap- 
pointment of teachers and in strictly edu- 
cational management has taken place, in 
consequence of which the entire system 
has been demoralized. ah 

These same considerations apply wits 
equal force to the proposal to pay the 
members of the Sehool Board so that they 
may give their entire time to their school 
Cuties. It is perfectly obvicus that this 
proposal involves a misconception of the 
relation of the School Board to the school 
system. It is once more false reasoning 
on the basis of an analogy. Because &@ 
paid body of Police Commissioners is 
needed to conduct the police force, it 
does not foliow that a paid body of School 
Trustees is needed to conduct the school 
system. For, once more, the policing of 
New York is @ simple business proposi- 
ticn, whereas the educational system in- 
volves a business and a technical side. 
The business part is distinctly subsjdiary, 
is capable of being attended to by publice 
spirited and intelligent citizens who give 
a portion of their time to the opportunity 
to serve the public—and a town can do 
nothing more wholesome than to provide 
such unpaid opportunities for rendering 
public service. If the School Trustees 
are salaried men, the line of distinction 
between school administration and edu- 
cational policy will disappear, and the 
schuols of New York will be run on both 
sides by political appointees, instead of as 
now. by *business men in what pertains to 
husiness and by educators in what per- 
tains to education. 

The proper relationship between a schcol 
system and the School Board is a’ good 
deal like the proper relationship between 
@ university and its Board of Regents. 
The Board of Regents determines, in con- 
ference with the Faculty of the univer- 
sity, its general lines of policy, and rati- 
fies appointments; but, after appointing 
the President, it-has no originating power 
on the educational side, nor does it wish 
it. Meanwhile, it manages the finances 
and provides for the physical needs of the 
rlant. Its function is highly important, 
and its effectiveness is great by reason of 
its limitations. The President and Fac- 
ulty, on the other hand, like the Superin- 
tendent, Principais, and teachers of the 
public school system of New York, decide 
on appointments, originate educational 
suggestions, and are assisted by the neces- 
sity of conference with the Trustees as 4 
body. The changes proposed in Mayor 
Gaynor's charter are all in the direction 
of obliterating these important working 
distinctions. It is perfectly clear that the 
results of experience and not the supposed 
logical analogy ought to guide us in de- 
ciding the points involved. For the an- 
alogy is after all apparent rather tham

Metropolitan to Give Musical Art In- 
stitute Students Small Roles. 


The proposed affiliation between the 








Metropolitan Opera House and the Insti- 
tute of Musical Art, which was announced 
by Mr. Gatti-Casazza shortly betore the 
opera company went on tour, was de- | 
scribed in detail yesterday by Frank 
Damrosch, the director of the Institute, 
‘in Vienna and Paris,’’ said Mr. Dam-

Alumni Believe His Departure Would

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Although the 
corporation tax for this year is not due 
until June 1, payments are beginning to 
turn into the Treasury. About $325,000 
was paid during March. The estimated 
total receipts from that source for the 
year are $25,000,000. 

The excise tax and ordinary internal 
revenue receipts are the only sources of 
revenue even holding their own 
month.

GOVERNMENT AND COPPER. 


Agent Seemed Satisfied That No 
Merger Was On to Stay Production. 


Copper men are wondering what the 
Department of Justice is contemplatins. 
They compared notes recently and found 
that each had been visited within the last 
month by an agent of the Department 
of Justice, who has asked questions about 
copper production and prices and ‘the 
possibility of a merger of the. leading 
The special investi- 
gator, THE Times has learned, visited the 

otfices of nearly every important preduc- 
ing company and the copper seiling agen- 
cies. He: made one of his first calls at 
the office of the Copper Producers’ ASs-~- 
sociation, apparently in the belief that 
this statistical bureau was in reality a 
clearing house for agreements either 4s 
to curtailment of production or price 
agreements, 

As far as could be learned in a canvass 
of the men who had spoken with the Fed- 
eral investigator he did not go very 
deeply into the prospect of a combination 
of the Amalgamated-Guggenheim-Phelps- 
Dodge interests, first broached nearly 
two years ago, but now in“abeyance. His 
chief concern seemed to be the extent oi 
a possible agreement among producers to 
curtail the output of the mines. One of 
the last copper men he talked to gath- 
ered from his remarks that his report to 
the Department of Justice wouid point 
out that the record production of copper 

nade in- March was a sufficient indica- 
tion that there was no real. conspiracy 
among the producers. As to prices, he is 
said to have found evidence justifying be- 
lief in an open market in the varying 
average prices received during 1910 by the 
different producers. He examined a num- 
ber of reports of the principal mining 
companies, which showed considerable 
differences in the prices at which each 
had been able to market its output.
